Now as spring is just around the 
corner and many farmers will be in 
somewhat of a haze as to how many 
acres to sow to wheat, the suggestion 
is made by a Winnipeg Grain Co, that 
flax could be substituted, with much 
advantage to the farmer, and to Can- 
ada as a whole.
